ADOPTION OF AMENDED RULES AND CIRCULATION OF
PROPOSED AMENDED RULES FOR PUBLIC COMMENT

The Commission on Judicial Performance has adopted various changes to the rules
governing commission proceedings. The amended rules were adopted on June 28, 2017. The
commission’s report concerning the adoption of amendments to the rules and copies of the
amended rules are available from the commission office and on the commission’s website at
http://cjp.ca.gov under “Legal Authority.”

The commission also is inviting public comment on amendments to rule 117 [use and
retention of commission records] and on an amended version of a proposed new rule for
reconsideration of closed complaints that was previously circulated for public comment.

Thereafter, individuals and organizations may
submit responses to comments until November 29, 2017.
